THE WOOD DUCK'S FIRST SWIM. 


How the Mother Gets the tittle Ones 


From the Nest to the Water. 


A few miles from my home there is a 


lako that has for years been the abiding 
placo of a colony of -wood ducks. I hav< 
spent hours along the shores watohinj 
these prettiest of water fowls. The wooc 
rtnck has one peculiarity not possessed 
by other members of the duck family— 
it builds its home high up in the cavity 
of some decayed limb, usually one that 
jnts out over the water. 


Tho oggs, from seven to 13 in num- 


ber, nro creamy white in color. House- 
keeping is begun in May, and the young 
:iro ready to leave the nest early in June. 


I was curious to know how the little 


ducks reach tho water from their lofty 
homes. I had often seen them, when 
hardly clear of their shell, swimming 
about with their mother and fe!6 con- 
vinced that they never could have left 
honio-uuaidetfc-

One bright June morning fortune fa- 


vored me. I had rowed along the lake 
shore to pay a visit to a houseful of 
noisy red wing blackbirds. My boat was 
lyiug motionless among the tall cat- 
ails that fringed the shores of the lake. 


Suddenly I heard a Icrad splash behind 


me, and turning to look I saw on the 
water a short distance away, just shak- 
ing the spray from her wings, a female 
wood duck and near her two tiny yellow 
balls, so small that they resembled wa- 
*er lilies floating on the surface. 


The old bird took wing, hovered and 


jirclod above her babies for a few min- 
ites and then flow to a cavity iu a tall 
ice, a short distance away. In a short 
';imo the male bird, arrayed in the hand- 
somest of plumage, joined his mate. 
Then for a few minutes I could hear a 
iof t cooing noise, which reminded me of 
lusband and wife discussing some im- 
x>rtant point relative to the welfare of 
heir children. 


The cooing soon stopped and the moth- 


sr duck appeared in the doorway of her 
lome. Then she dropped toward the wa- 
;er at a slight angle. As her breast 
struck tho surface she immediately 
lived, and where her body had been I 
was surprised to see two little ducklings 
swimming about as unconcerned as 
,hough they had been traveling in the 
water for years. 


Tho routine of flying to the nest was 


repeated four times in rapid succession, 
•vnd each time it resulted in an addition 
if two to tho family in the water, which 
copt growing until it numbered 12. 


u the mother duck swam out in the 


alee, followed by her brood, while the 
malo bird brought up the rear of the 
)rocessioii, acting, no doubt, as a guard 
md protector.—C. S. Shick in Phila- 
lelphia Times.

JODRNAL: — Several 


I times during the Jast few years have 


I you asked mo questions concerning 


j the early history aud settlement of 
Washoe county and as often have I 
told you that some day I would write 
you some of my earliest recollections. 
Of course you are aware of the fact 
that the name "VVashoe" was applied 
to most of the country now embraced 
within the boundaries of our State and 
that in the constitutional convention 
held in Carson City in 1863 it was the 
wish aud opinion of some of the mem- 
bers that the proposed State should be 
known as Waahoe, a majority however 
thought differently, hence the name 
Nevada. But it is a fact that very 
many people in California and other 
States knew and referred to tho great 
Gomsjtock and surrounding country as 
the Washoe Mining District. 
This 


was so.especially duriugthe years 1859, 
'60 and 'Cl, notwithstanding Congress 
in March 1861 created u new Territory 
aud called it Nevada. This action by 
Congress practically settled the namo, 
although as above stated those favoring 
•ailing our State VVashoe made their 
ast effort in 1863. When the Territory 
was finally organized by the Territor- 
ial Legislature 
of 
November 1861, 


among its first acts it divided the Ter- 
ritory into nine counties, called res- 
pectively Esmeralda, Douglas, Ormsby, 
Washoe, Lyou, Storey, Lake, Humboldt 
and Churchill. From and after this 
date the sentiment in favor of a State 
of Washoe gradually subsided so that 
for more than thirty years the name 
properly applied refers to Washoe 
county. Of course the name still ap- 
plies to a tribe of Indians, to the old 
county seat of the county, Washoe 
City, and to Washoe Lake as well as to 
Washoe Valley, and it is this particular 
locality of which I would write. 


Comparatively few of the presau 


residents of Washoe county, as now 
constituted, are aware of the fact tha 
thirty years ago what is now the mos 
valuable portion of the county was u 
wilderness. But this is simply inoiden 
tal to the many great changes that have 
taken place during the last three de- 
cades. Thirty-two years ago Washoe 
valley was practically Washoe county 
More than two-thirds of the residents 
of the county and a like proportion ol 
tho taxable property was found south 
of Steamboat Springs. 
Wsshoe valley 


was notoriously an enterprising local 
ity and contained much valuable prop* 
erty aud many enterprising business 
people. Washoe City was then the 
county seat and I readily recall tbe 
fact that many of the residents of the 
vallny considered it unfair to locate 
the county seat at the north end of the 
county. It was true then that Washoe 
county proper extended as it does now, 
far north of Washoe City, bat other 
places in the valley had claims on the 
seat of county government us being 
"more central." Ophir was then a very 
prosperous and growing town and felt 
slighted when Washoo City got the 
prize, and even Franktown had its 
claims for preferment, not so much on 
account of its size, but generally be- 
cause it was the first located town in 
the county and the further claim tha 
it was nearer the center. 


Washoe City in 1864 was then in it 


greatest prosperity 
and 
contained 


about 
twenty-five 
hundred people 


Ophir had twelve hundred inhabitants 
Franktown and vicinity about fivi 
hundred, Miil Station and surround 
ings about three hundred. In addition 
to these places there wao still anothei 
community in the valloy claiming in 
dividuality, known as Little Eangor 
situated about a milo south of Frank 
town. 


As an indication of the general im- 


portance of the valley at that time it 
may be noted that at the general elec- 
tion in 1864 Washoe City cast over 700 
votes, Ophir over 200, Franktown some- 
thing over 200 and Mill Station about 
150 to say nothing of the vote cast at 
the Halfway House on the Ophir grade 
between the valley and Virginia City. 
Then Washoe valley exerted great in- 
fluence iu many ways, including poli- 
tics aud had much to do in the organi- 
zation of the State government. As 
regards partisan politics a large major- 
ity of the people could always be 
counted on iu favor of sustaining the 
Union cause and Uncle Abe Lincoln in 
his efforts to put down tbe rebellion. 
Money was plentiful, everybody that 
wanted work was being employed at 
good wages and prosperity was seen on 
every hand. 


Then the Ophir company's works at 


Ophir together with tbe ranch belong- 
ing was assessed for taxation purposes 
at $400,000. The Franktown or Dalls 
mill at $90,000. At Washoe City there 
were located and iu operation quite a 
number of large and extensive quartz 
mills costing from $50,000 to $200,000 
each. Notably among them was the 
New York Mill and the Manhattan Re- 
duction Works under the supervison 
of Colonel A very, the Minnesota Mill 
built by Judge North, the Buckeye 
Mill owned and operated by W. W. 
Shelly, the Atchison Mill built and 
owned by J. H. and S, S. Atchison. 
Some little distance west on Galena 
Creek was located a quartz mill built 
and owned by 'Villiam Alford who al- 
ways referred tohisplantasa"schrush- 
ing mill sir." In Pleasant Valley, a 
few miles north of Washoe, was located 
;he Temeleo Mill built and owned by j 
Judge Wallace; and just below where 
now stands the little concentrating 
mill built by Governor Stevenson, was 
ocated and for a time operated, the 
Willow Creek Smelting Works. These 
several ore-working plants cost several 
nillions of dollars and employed many 
hundreds of men. In the mountains

A Pneumatic Bond Skate. 


Lester Merrill, a student in the 


Mechanical Department of the Uni- 
ersity, has manufactured a pneumatic 
wheel road skate that bids fair to sup- 
lant the bicycle. He made every part 
f the aew device excepting the rubber 
tire on the wheels. The combination 
consists of a foot piece similar 'to an 
ordinary roller or ice skate with straps 
to fasten it on the foot. The gearing 
under the foot pieue is a light but 
strong iron frame, that serves to hold 
the two wheels, which are eight inches 
m diameter, having rubber pneumatic 
tires. An adjustable brace that moves 
on the axle of the rear wheel and 
reaching to the knee is fastened to the 
leg in a similar manner to a knee stilt 
and serves as a support to the skater 
and adds to the secority, and the faet 
of its moving on a hinge gives freedom 
of action to the limbs without danger. 
The skate can be used on any good 
road, and while no test for speed has as 
yet been tried it is probable that an ex- 
pert could make from twenty to 
twenty-five miles an hour over a fair

of tho p>aiit3 which it inhabits, arc tho 
analogies upon .which this personifica- 
tion is based. Ah tho measuring worm 
consumes the herbage of the plants and
